Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-11 and 17-19 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record either singularly or in combination failed to anticipate or render obvious the 
limitations of supplying a first processing liquid including about 30% oxidizing agent for 
a first planarization step and supplying a second processing liquid including about 5% 
oxidizing agent wherein a plurality of planarizing steps are constituted in a single 
planarizing step as required by claim 1 .
